Claims 1-5 (canceled). 

6. (currently amended) A hologram tape comprising: 
a hologram recording tape; 

a plurality of duplicat e d main-holograms formed in the hologram recording tape at-a 
pred e termin e d int e rva l each of the plurality of main-holograms being substantially the 
same ; and 

a plurality of sub-holograms formed in the hologram recording tape, each one of the 
plurality of sub-holograms being disposed adjacent the a respective one of the plurality of the 
main-holograms, each one of the plurality of sub-holograms sub hologram indicating 
information substantially sp e cific to th e adjac e nt hologram being different from all others of 
the plurality of sub-holograms . 

Claims 7-26 (canceled). 

27. (new) The hologram film according to claim 6, wherein each of the plurality of the 
main-hologram are formed at a predetermined interval in the hologram recording tape 

28. (new) The hologram according to claim 6, wherein each of the plurality of the 
sub-holograms indicates a serial number of the adjacent respective one of the plurality of 
adjacent hologram. 

29. (new) The hologram film according to claim 6, wherein the hologram recording tape 
comprises a photo-polymer. 

30. (new) The hologram film according to claim 6, wherein each of the plurality of 
main-holograms comprises a hologram combiner. 

3 1 . (new) The hologram film according to claim 6, wherein e each of the plurality of 
main-holograms comprises a diffusion reflection hologram.
